A Brief History 


Brisbane Strikers coach Frank Farina summed up best what the 
finals mean late last season, just before his audacious young team 
pulled off what many regard as the most memorable of all grand 
final successes in front of over 40,000 screaming Queenslanders 
nearly 12 months ago. 

As his team’s bid to reel in runaway league leader Sydney United 
faltered in the race for the minor premiership Farina declared:"Who 
remembers the minor premiers anyway?” 

And that's the way it is. 

And that’s what we love about the play-offs; the competition elite 
preparing for the battle which counts for everything. 

The traditionalists might still argue the merits of the play-off system, 
yet the finals have forged a strong tradition of their own over the 
past decade. 

However, it wasn’t always that way. 

Between the league’s opening season and 1983, the battle for the 
top four or five spots on the ladder was virtually meaningless, 
except, of course, for the first-past-the-post champion. 

There was a Top Four Cup competition played in various formats in 
1978, 1979, 1980 and 1982, but it was a series of minor 
importance. 

So scant was the regard for the series that the league didn’t even 
bother to run the series in 1977, 1981 and 1983. 

From 1984 to 1986 the league was split into two 12-team divisions 
(based loosely in the north and south respectively) and both 
divisions played separate full scale top five play-offs to decide the 
divisional champions. 


The two champions then met home and away to decide ¢ 
Australian championship. 

Despite pulling in record crowds the league went against put 
opinion when the competition reverted to a single division 2: 
in 1987. 

But the 1988 winter season saw the return of the then hus: 
successful top five series to decide the title and that for 


For the first time in 1992/93 the Ericsson Cup competition adopt< 
a top six finals series of a format which has remained virtually * 
same, with a slight modification for last year’s series. 

The opening weekend elimination clashes changed from 3rd vers 
5th and 4th versus 6th to a situation where 3rd now earns * 
theoretically easier opener against 6th, with 4th playing 5th in « 
other cut-throat clash. 

Another change last year was that the complete series of 
games was played over five weeks for the first time, instead o* * 
more demanding four weeks of previous years. 

That will mean at least a week between games for every tes 
eliminating the arduous task of getting through four games insice +- 
days to merely make the grand final, as was the task facing * 
clubs who finished 3rd through 6th in recent years. 

Needless to say, the finals format has been hugely successful for * 
league, with the stature of the series continuing to grow anc 
celebrate this 22nd national soccer league season with what 
hope will be another memorable chapter in the storied history oF + 
play-offs.

Will we ever see the likes of that one very special day again, 
when an Australian club record crowd of over 40,000 almost burst 
the seams of Suncorp Stadium for the 1996/97 Ericsson Cup Grand 
Final? 

Nearly 12 months down the track and the culmination of the 
Ericsson Cup season is almost upon us again. with the biggest day 
of the 1997/98 domestic calendar set to be d io 

And while this year's championship de h 
to match the box office success in Brisbane |e 
is always something special - even if th 
sometimes an anti-climax after the build-up. 

That sense of anticipation is always there as that one day of 
the year dawns, the carnival atmosphere on the way to the ground 
and those heart-pounding minutes before the game as the national 
anthem is played and invariably the biggest crowd of the season 
roars its approval in anticipation of a new chapter in Ericsson Cup 
history being written. 

Legends are made and hearts are broken on grand final day 
and there can surely be few emotions more intense than seeing your 
team run out to do battle in the big one - the national grand final. 

Last season Brisbane fans got the chance to revel in the sights 
and sounds of the most glamorous event on the domestic calendar 
and didn't the locals turn on one special day, with much of the city 
polarised behind the Queenslanders as they hosted tearaway minor 
premiers and favorites, Sydney United. 

The Suncorp Stadium roar as the Strikers hit the paddock for 
the first time was spine-tingling, and the wall of noise didn't subside 
all afternoon as prodigal son and Aussie soccer legend Frank Farina 
led the Brisbane upstarts to a dramatic 2-0 win. 

Goals from the first-year player-coach and fellow veteran Rod 
Brown in a 20-minute period after half-time sunk United and 
ensured the first-ever grand final to be played outside the 
Melbourne-Sydney-Adelaide axis was a rousing success. 

Only two years earlier a similarly parochial and vocal - if 
somewhat smaller - crowd packed Adelaide's Hindmarsh Stadium 
for a communal celebration of that city's first grand final in a decade, 
against old adversaries and legendary grand final chokers, the 
Melbourne Knights. 

Between the first summer season in 1989/90 and that 
1994/95 grand final Adelaide City had been the league's 
superpower. All Adelaide was geared up to rejoice in the club's first 
back-to-back title success and send retiring three-time 
championship-winning coach Zoran Matic out in style. What a 
shame for South Australia that the Knights spoiled what might have 
been one hell of a party. 

The Melbourne Knights stormed home to celebrate an historic 
drought-breaking victory of their own, with a 2-0 win ending a run of 
shattering grand final defeats in the 1990s. 

Inspirational skipper Andrew Marth's memorable match- 
opening goal was as good as any in grand final history and certainly 
sweet revenge for his own personal heartbreak of 1991, 1992 and 
1994. 

Led by Marth, the only survivor of the Knights’ first grand final 
team of 1991, those remarkable Knights went back to the big one 
again in 1995/96, with the grand final returning to Melbourne. 
Knights fans were given the chance to savour the thrill of landing 
back-to-back titles for the first time since Marconi repeated in the 
winter campaigns of 1988 and 1989. 

This time the opponent was Marconi, but Marth scored a 
record-breaking third all-time grand final goal to once again break 
the game open and the Knights eventually coasted to a 2-1 win. 

The Knights have featured in eight of the past nine finals series 
and have won two of the five grand finals they've contested in that 


same period to stamp the Victorian club as one of the best-ever at 
this level. 

Similarly, the Adelaide City finals story has become part of 
Ericsson Cup folklore, the Zebras having played in the past eight 
consecutive finals series, culminating in two titles from a record- 
breaking four consecutive grand finals between 1992 and 1995. 

Some of those Adelaide City-Melbourne Knights games are 
now considered classics, and over more than a decade of fantastic 
finals football the stars of those two clubs and other legends of the 
Ericsson Cup have given the league a tradition all of its own. 

Looking back, some of the greatest moments in league history 
have held us spellbound at grand final time. 

By 1984 the league had sensibly adopted the finals series 
concept for the first time and just in time for Melburnians to 
celebrate the end of a frustrating run of title misses since the 
national competition was formed in 1977. 

Mighty South Melbourne rode the luck of the brave during the 
play-off series - going behind twice in the Southern Division Grand 
Final - before starting a long run of grand final outs for UTS Olympic 
in the two-legged national play-off. 

Even in the first leg of the grand final the Blues had to come 
from behind, Mark Koussas putting Olympic ahead after five minutes 
before South Melbourne went on to win both games 2-1 and bring 
the title to Victoria for the first time. 

In one of the greatest finals stories ever told the Melbourne 
Zebras, under canny John Margaritis, took the big one in 1985. 

In just the second year of the club's Ericsson Cup life it took 
some audacious Margaritis juggling even to get his side into the 
main play-off, his side scoring two goals in the last six minutes of the 
Southern Division Grand Final to edge out unlucky Preston. 

The Zebras were then faced with the might of the four-time 
champion (but now defunct) Sydney City, with Fab Incantalupo 
etching his name into finals history by scoring the only goals of both 
games of the two-legged play-off, just enough to secure successive 
1-0 wins in probably the biggest grand final upset. 

Nineteen eighty-six was Matic's first year at Adelaide City and 
his SA Zebras - even back then featuring the likes of Alex Tobin, Serg 
Melta and Joe Mullen - had never been to the play-offs before. 

In what has since proved to be a harbinger of things to come, 
Adelaide City took the major prize - again at the expense of Olympic 
- by bouncing back from a first leg defeat to win in front of a then- 
record 14,000 Sydney crowd. 

Apia Leichhardt won the league's last ‘first-past-the-post’ 
championship reinstated for one year in 1987, before the finals 
series concept returned in 1988. The fans responded at the box 
office in time to watch a Marconi dynasty take shape in the now 
single division national league. 

That year a grand final cracker went down to the wire as 
Marconi shared four goals with Sydney United before the game went 
to penalties. 

In the shootout it was left to championship veteran Tony 
Henderson to net Marconi's winner with his last kick in his last game 
for the club where he held the games-played record until recently. 

Marconi returned to the big one in 1989, this time taking on 
desperate Olympic in front of the league's first-ever 20,000-plus 
crowd. 

Zlatko Nastevski's winning goal - the only strike of the game - 
came a full 92 minutes in, capping a dramatic game between the 
league's greatest rivals of the era. 

In the first summer season of 1989/90 Marconi was back yet 
again and once more the Fairfielders were to battle out a grand final 
game against three-time losers Olympic. 

An Ericsson Cup record crowd of over 26,000 fans packed 


Parramatta Stadium to see if Olympic could break its drought and 
become the first team to win the title through the cut-throat 
elimination route or whether Marconi would join Sydney City with 
three successive titles, last achieved in 1980 through 1982. 

With current Sydney United striker Abbas Saad in blistering 
form Olympic finally broke through in surely one of the most 
passionate grand finals of all time. 

In 1990/91 Victorians got a taste of a cross-town grand final 
for the first time as 23,318 fans packed Olympic Park to see South 
Melbourne come from behind to down the Melbourne Knights on 
penalties. 

A dramatic late equaliser from Joe Palatsides saved the Blues 
in a 1-1 draw and started the Knights on a heart-breaking run of 
outs in the biggest game of the year. 

The grand final was back in Melbourne in 1991/92, the Knights 
going through to the big game as minor premiers for the second 
time in succession and facing off against Adelaide City. 

Again the game went to penalties and again the Knights were 
rolled, this time 4-2 in a shoot-out to an Adelaide team which had 
become the third team in four years to win the title after coming 
through from the elimination final. 

Adelaide was forced to travel to the big game again in 92/93, 
this time going to Sydney to face Frank Arok’s young guns from 
Marconi. But this time, flying the elimination final route was too 
much for the South Australians as Marconi’s pugnacious return to 
the big game was capped by an ugly 1-0 grand final win. 

Adelaide City set a host of records on the way to the title in 
1993/94. Matic'’s team had to come from 11th on the ladder in 
January to make the finals, then rolling through from a record- 
breaking fifth placing to make it two wins from three straight grand 
finals. And again it was the luckless Knights on the receiving end of 
the defeat. 

Ironically, it was a former 
Knights player in Damian Mori 
who sealed his old club's fate with 
the only goal of the game, a 
blistering 25-metre drive destined 
to be recalled as one of the most 
stunning goals in finals history. 

Until the grand final returned 
to SA in 1994/95 fate had been 
cruel to the Knights, the

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On a Roller-coaster 


Prior to Brisbane's inexplicable record-shattering 
slump from last season's championship to a dismal 
12th on the ladder in 1997/98, the worst fall from 
title-winning grace was by Apia Leichhardt in 1988, 
when they slumped to 11th after winning the title 
just a year earlier. 

The most meteoric rise was performed by Adelaide 
City in 1986, when they won the title after finishing 
the previous campaign in ninth place. 

Two teams, the 1993/94 Melbourne Knights and 
Marconi of 1995/96, have come from tenth the 
previous year only to lose the grand final. 


Rookies 


The youngest player to appear in a finals game was 
John Markovski, who was just 16 years and five 
months old when he played for Sunshine George 
Cross in the 1986 Southern Division Elimination Final. 
The youngest player to appear in a grand final- 
winning team was Marconi’s Ufuk Talay, who was 
16 years and 11 months of age when he came off 
the bench during his club’s 1992/93 win over 
Adelaide City.

Marconi has played in more finals series 
than any club in league history and 
boasts four league titles, won over a 
consistently successful period spanning 
the 1970s, 1980s and 1990s. 

Success is expected, if not demanded, 
by a Club which is proudly known as the 
‘Rolls Royce’ club of Australian soccer. 
Season 1997/98 

It's hard not to draw comparisions 
between Marconi this year and the team 
coached to an unexpected success by 
Frank Arok in 1992/93. 

The story is remarkable similar. 

Marconi, which treats success like a 
birthright, drafted in the wily and 
experienced Arok to mould what was 


then a team woven from some veterans, 
a couple of hand-picked imports and some 
impressive newcomers. Arok won them a 
grand final in his first season and it 
would not come as any great surprise to 
see Zoran Matic do the same. 

The Form 

Marconi lurched between third and tenth 
on the ladder over the course of the 
season, but spent over half the season 
in the top six after overcoming a 
seemingly fatal mid-season slump when 
they won just once in eight games.

By Surprise 

The lowest any team has come from to win the title is fifth, with UTS 
Olympic winning from “fth-place in 1989/90 and Adelaide City following 
suit in 1993/94. 

Marconi (1988) and Adelaide City (1991/92) are the only other sides 
to have come through the elimination final route to win the big one, 
both having come through from fourth on the ladder at the end of the 
regular season. 


Raining Goals 


The best aggregate win in a two-legged final was produced by Marconi in 
1992/93, when it beat South Melbourne 1-0 in the away leg of the major 
semi-final before romping to a 7-0 victory in the return game to produce a 
stunning 8-0 aggregate. 

That 7-0 win is also a single game finals record score and record margin.

The Club 

So close so often in the 1990s, South 
Melbourne is looking to go one better 
than the annual galling preliminary final 
defeats which have seen the club miss 
the grand final by one week in all but 
one of the past six years. 

Melbourne's grandest lady has got the 
seven-year itch, and for those looking 
for an omen there is a common thread 
in coach Angie Postecoglou. 

As a player Postecoglou was in South 
Melbourne’s first championship team in 
1984, seven years after the league was 
formed. 

He was the club captain seven years 
later, when Souths won their second title 
after beating the Knights in the 1990/91 
Grand Final. 

Seven years on and Postecoglou has 
coached the same team to the top of 
the ladder.

A tremendous effort by any standards, as

the league’s top rated offence blasted 
South Melbourne into the top four on 
opening day, where the club was to stay 
all season long and cement a place in the 
finals well before the rest of the field. 
Despite protestations from Postecoglou, 
the numbers say his defence is even 
leakier than those of several clubs which 
failed to make the top six. 

South Melbourne's tendency to lapse in 
concentration in some games they looked 
to have easily won is a huge concern. 
The Form 

Never out of the top four, first into the 
finals, league leaders for the entire 
second half of the season,minor 
premiers and the best goalscoring 
record in the competition. 

The Coach 

Media-friendly, astute, thoughtful and 
innovative, Angie Postecoglou, one of 
nature’s nice guys, deserves every shred 
of recognition possible after coaching 
the club he took over when near bottom 
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to third last year and to championship 
favoritism in 1997/98. 

Key Players 

With the deepest bench in the league 
and a coach who rotates his players '9 
and out of games and on and off the 
bench to suit specific game situations 
South Melbourne has few stand-out 
stars, with the exceptions of near- 
legendary skipper Paul Trimboli, 
explosive midfielder Goran Lozanovs+ 
and premier utility Fausto De Amicis. 
All three are of proven quality and 4 
have significant finals and grand fina 
experience. 

Prospects 

Very hot at times, but prone to giving 
away some unlikely goals at the most 
inappropriate moments. Souths blastec 
through the regular season but cannot 
afford to cough up easy goals if they 
are to go against the trend of top 
scoring teams failing to win the 

grand final.

South Melbourne has scored 11 in 
four finals games twice, in the title- 
winning 1984 season and again in 
1994/95, when the Lakers didn’t 
even make the grand final. } 
UTS Olympic scored 11 in six 
games in 1986, when beaten in 
the grand final.

The club's painful five-year absence 
from finals action after the 1988 grand 
final was disappointing enough, only to 
be followed up by a succession of early 
round finals exits and culminating in a 
shattering grand final defeat just 12 
months ago. 

The expectations were high for an end 
to the club’s heart-breaking 
championship drought as United went in 
to the finals as runaway minor premiers, 
only for the party to be spoiled by the 
upstarts from Brisbane. 

Season 1997/98 

United's efforts this season were nothing 
short of extraordinary, given that six of 


last year’s grand final starting eleven 
departed the club completely, along with 
several other lesser lights. 

Despite player-coach David Mitchell, a 
star turn in early games, also missing 
the second half of the season with 
injury, the revamped United line-up 
produced a minor miracle. 

The Form 

United managed to stay in the top three 
for most of the regular season and held 
top spot for a considerable amount of 
time before Mitchell's injury appeared to 
slightly unsettle the team. 

The Coach 

David Mitchell has been a revelation as 
a senior coach, given that he had to 
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virtually rebuild a team in his first ful 
season in that role, and UTS Olympic, 
the club he linked up with on returning 
to Australia last year, must be kicking . 
themselves for not having done more to 
try to retain his services. 

Key Players 

The injured Mitchell aside, fellow veterar 
Abbas Saad must be noted for his 
invaluable contribution up front. 
Skipper Paul Bilokapic is the mainstay 
and kids like Jacob Burns and Jason 
Culina have really stepped up this year.

The Venues 


Fifteen different venues have been used to host 
championship games, with Melbourne's Olympic Park having 
hosted the most (42), along with St George Stadium (20), 
Parramatta Stadium (20), Hindmarsh Stadium (11), Marconi 
Stadium (9), Sydney's Croatian Sports Centre (3), Melbourne 
Knights Stadium (3), Suncorp Stadium (3), Adelaide Oval (2) 
and Adelaide’s Football Park, Norwood Oval, Brandon Park, 
Leichhardt Oval, Bob Jane Stadium and Gippsiand's Falcons 
Park all getting one game each. Melbourne's Olympic Park 
has hosted the most grand finals (6). 


So Close 


South Melbourne might now be recalled as the team 
which dominated the decade, but for a remarkable and 
heart-breaking string of finals losses in the 1990s. They 
have missed out on five out of six grand finals by just a 
single game. 

Since winning the 1990/91 grand final the Lakers have 
made it as far as the preliminary final five times, only to 
lose on every occasion. 

Adelaide City knocked the Lakers out of contention in 
1991/92, 1992/93 and 1993/94, with the Melbourne 
Knights (1994/95) and Sydney United (1996/97) repeating

Play-Off Teams 


Twenty-one different clubs have made the play-offs in the previous 12 seasons. 

To the end of last season Marconi is the outright leader after 11 of a possible 13 play- 
off appearances.

Comebacks 


Only five dual-legged finals games have been won by a team coming from behind after 
the opening game, and until last season no team had ever overcome more than a 
single-goal deficit. 

Incredibly, Adelaide City have achieved come-from-behind dual-legged wins in finals on 
four of those occasions, with Marconi the only other team to have produced the 
improbable.
